City Council spends busy 
Tuesday night on 
issue-packed agenda

Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting con¬ 
tained one of the most issue-packed agendas in recent 
memory. 

Heading up the agenda was the issuance and ap¬ 
proval of warrants, which had been approved by 
Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai. In all, there was 
approximately $294,000 of city warrants issued. Bar¬ 
tolai commented that of the total amount, approx¬ 
imately 17 percent was just for maintenance costs. 
He stated that from an overall budget perspective, 
things were tight. 

The City Council had also invited Robert Oden, 
chairman of the Ad Hoc Economic Development 
Committee, to come and present a status report as 
to the committee’s activities. Oden stated that the 
group has formed several subcommittees, including 
ones on business development, retail, ideas for non¬ 
retail business, physical facilities and advertising, 
and generating new revenues. The various sub¬ 
committees have met approximately four times al¬ 
ready, and are in the “exploratory area’’ at the present 
time. 


The Economic Development Committee meets 
the second Tuesday of every month, and the public 
is invited and encouraged to attend. Oden stated 
that the committee needs ideas for attracting and re¬ 
taining businesses. He also stated that one of the 
priority considerations of the committee will be analyz¬ 
ing the URM (earthquake) situation for businesses in 
the Kersting Court area. The committee will also 
be looking at the community development rules and 
regulations and analyzing their application in Sierra 
Madre. The committee’s interim report will be due in 
August, and the final report will be submitted in 
December. 

At press time, the City Council meeting had stilt 
not concluded, but left on the agenda was the resolu¬ 
tion of the M & H Investment Development (Martin 
property) and resolution of the situation concerning 
the development at 590 Acacia. Other items included 
issues concerning Parks and Recreation, and capital 
projects, such as funding for the Sierra Madre Public 
Library. The News will report these and other agenda 
items in next week’s issue.

Proposed Day Care Center 
approved Tuesday by City 
Council

The City Council Chambers were packed to 
capacity Tuesday evening to learn the City Council’s 
decision on the proposed Day Care Center at 647 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The City Council voted 4-0 to uphold the Plan- 
( r.'iig Commission’s decision to grant a conditional 
use permit for the Day Care Center to Thomas and 
Miriam Justice. Councilman Lee Kline disqualified 
himself from voting, as he owns property nearby. 

Many individuals spoke on the issue including 
Shelby Pope, Bill Buckner and Fay Angus in favor 
of the center, and Dan Dohlan and Marge Snyder in 
oppostion. Those in favor of the Day Care Center 


spoke of the need for day care in Sierra Madre and of 
the desirability of preserving the 1908 craftsman-style 
nome which is on the Cultural Heritage Commission s 
list of historical buildings. Those opposed to the cen¬ 
ter raised the possibility of noise disturbing the occu¬ 
pant’s of the adjacent apartments and homes, and a 
reduction in the real estate values of the surroundin? 
properties. 

Councilman George Maurer made the motion 
to uphold the granting of the conditional use permit. 
Councilman Clem Bartolai emphasized that the situa¬ 
tion will be reviewed in one year. The council riiem- 
bers proposed that resident of Sierra Madre be given 
preference in admission to the Day Care Center. Mir¬ 
iam Justice agreed to this condition.

Sister testifies in Percell 
murder trial 




The murder trial for Jeffrey Stephen Percell began 
this week with prosecutor Elton “Butch” Sims call¬ 
ing Linda Tissell, Percell’s sister to take the stand. 

Tissell reluctantly identified jewelry belonging 
to Doris and John Percell, their parents, which Jeffrey 
Percell alledgely took with him when he fled the state. 
The jewelry submitted as evidence included Mrs. 
Percell’s original wedding ring and a wedding ring 
Mr. Percell had bought several years ago. 

Tissell also stated on the stand that she had been 
intimidated by prosecutor Sims and sheriff’s person¬ 
nel into testifying at her brother’s trial. 

On Tuesday, coroner James Ribe testified that 
the cause of Mr. Percell’s death was from two gun¬ 
shot wounds to the neck and a shot behind one ear. 
Ribe is scheduled to take the stand again on Wednes¬ 
day to continue testimony on Mrs. Percell’s cause 
of death.

Art Soderblom will chair the 27th Annual Mt. 
Wilson Trail Race set for Memorial Day, Saturday, 
May 29, with starting gun time at 7:30 a.m. Soder¬ 
blom and his committee with this year s theme, A 
Race Steeped in Tradition,” are setting plans in mo¬ 
tion for the annual historic event. 

First run in 1908, the unique race, revered by the 
city of Sierra Madre and the 250 runners who enter, 
is an almost nine-mile course starting on city streets 
and then up the steep, narrow Mt. Wilson Trail.

Percell has been charged with the double murder 
of his parents, who lived on Liliano Dr. in Sierra 
Madre. They were found bound, gagged and shot 
Nov. 16, 1988. 

Percell fled the state but gave himself up on Dec. 
13, 1988 in Burlington, Vt. He fought extradition 
back to California and was finally returned in April 
1989. He has been incarcerated since then. 

The trial is being held in the Los Angeles Superior 
Court in Van Nuys. Judge Beauford H. Phelps is 
presiding. 

The trial has been postponed and continued 
several times since the preliminary hearing on May 
24, 1989.

• Jim Brady, my sister Em’s husband, died 
last week after having battled cancer for six 
years. He had followed Jack Trippy, 

Marilyn’s husband, by a little over a year. 

Of the Griffith girls’ husbands, two 
survive: John Kyi, whom you all know as 
“John Henry,” and Don Reed, my husband - 
the oldest and youngest, respectively, of 
“The Boys.” 

The first time I saw Jim Brady was when 
he came to pick up Em for a date back 
in Wayne, Nebr., where both attended 
Wayne State. He was tall, blond and handsome 
with a dazzling smile of white teeth and 
beautiful blue eyes. I fell in love with him 
immediately - just as I had my other 
prospective brothers-in-law. 

While John was very tall, loquacious 
and entertaining. Jack was athletic and kind 
and witty. Jim, it turned out, was quieter 
even with that booming low voice. He was also 
a football star at Wayne State, and an earlier 
B-17 pilot in WWII. He was my hero. 

He was also Em’s hero because they were 
married in June in my senior high school 
year and I knew I’d miss them both 
tremendously. I was the last Griffith girl 
at home, and even being Em’s maid of 
honor in the wedding couldn’t make up for 
the loss when they moved to Ames, Iowa, 
where Jim continued school at Iowa State. 

I’d really “fallen” for all three of my 
brothers-in-law and wondered whom I’d ever 
marry. Ultimately I found my own hero 
when Don Reed entered my life several years 
later. 

Soon our paths became more parallel 
when, after we were married, Don started 
law school in Vermillion, S.D., since Em 
and Jim and two babies at this time lived in 
Sioux Falls. The Bradys would always come 
bearing gifts of wonderful food and flowers 
to fill our little duplex. We were poor 
students and they were employed and 
homeowners and - parents. Did we look up to 
them. We watched while they had their 
third daughter, Stephanie, to join Cindy 
and Susan. They were in some of their 
golden years and Don was just working for his 
law degree while I taught art in the Vermillion, 


S.D. schools. 

When the Bradys moved to Arizona and, 
ultimately, California, it was difficult to 
wave “good-bye” once more. They seemed 
worlds away and yet we were to move West 
to join all three Griffith sisters on the 
West Coast. 

Jim was always totally family-oriented. 

He was also an avid golfer, and he and Em 
also took the power squadron course and 
enjoyed that. He had so many interests and 
always drew Em into them so that both of 
them, always a team, sailed through interesting 
experiences. 

Jim was Super Grandfather No. 1, being 
extremely close to his grandbabies. They 
climbed onto and spilled over his lap when he 
first became ill. We knew when daughter 
Barbara was married that he was ill...and 
ultimately surgery, right after the wedding, 
was the beginning of a long road of ill 
health. 

He died early Feb. 19, after a gallant 
fight to live, a fight he waged until the 
very end. 

He will remain to us another reason to 
watch our health, to stay in the fight to 
survive, and to go graciously when it is the 
time. 

Jim Brady is a fallen hero. Farewell, 
dear Friend and Brother.

More about care of 
Kersting Court flag 

This is in response to a 
complaint against your 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Harry L. Embree Post 
No. 3208 that appeared 
in several issues of the 
Sierra Madre News. 

The complaint is that 
we are not taking proper 
care of the Kersting Court 
flag which was entrusted 
to us. Specifically, it was 
stated that we allow the 
flag to fly in the rain and 
that there were no lights 
illuminating the flag. The 
flag presently flying in 
Kersting Court is recom¬ 
mended to fly in all types 
of weather which means it 
can be flown in rain as 
well as at night provided 
the flag is illuminated. 
The flags are purchased 
from the VFW Supply 
Center in Kansas City at 
an approximate cost of 
$250 each. 

The flag is lighted, per¬ 
haps inadequately depend¬ 
ing on which direction you 
view it from after dark 
and or how the wind is 
blowing. We plan now 
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to discuss the lighting sit¬ 
uation with the city and 
will recommend that an 
additional flood light be 
added on the west side of 
the flag. Money for the 
additional lighting can 
be taken from this fund, 
but that will leave the fund 
low. We hope that the 
city or citizens will sug¬ 
gest ways to replenish this 
fund. 

Quite a few years ago a 
very small group of car¬ 
ing citizens established a 
Kersting Court Fund. In¬ 
itially this fund was ad¬ 
ministered by them. Prior 
to her death, Jan Maddox 
recommended that this 
fund be turned over to the 
VFW for maintenance of 
the flag in perpetuity. 
That fund now stands at 
$4173.81 in a C.D. and 
accumulated interest in a

checking account at $189.27. 
As far as anyone knows 
there is no established way 
to replenish this fund. 
We have, at times, ad¬ 
vanced monies from our 
account until sufficient 
interest accumulated in 
order that we not disturb 
the C.D. Interest being 
what it is now the fund 
could run out. 

You should also be 
aware that we put up a 
new flag at least once a 
year and we have one in 
reserve in case of undue 
circumstances. 

I should also point out 
that there was a period, 
during Desert Storm, 
when we could not get a 
then-needed new flag. 
There were simply none 
of the proper size avail¬ 
able anywhere. 

1 also want to urge 


any eligible veteran of a 
foreign war to join us. 
Dues are minimal - $25 
per year and the benefits 
are many. We are not a 
wealthy group but we try 
to be sincere. More active 
members are needed for 
deeds that will combat 
verbal activity. 

Incidentally, we just 
repainted the cannon at 
Memorial Park. I have 
not heard any comments 
about that.

The babe in the barroom

Searchlight, Nev., had never been anything 
to me but a dot on the map until Fate intervened 
in August 1977. Our trip to Utah, over the famil¬ 
iar Interstate 15, was interrupted by a washout 
north of Barstow, so Pluma and I took Inter¬ 
state 40 instead. At first we were surrounded by 
a sea of water, evidence of the typhoon-like 
storm of a few days earlier. By the time we 
reached Highway 95 leading to Las Vegas, the 
desert was completely dry. 

It was noon when we reached Searchlight, 
and lunch was in order. I drove through the town 
before I realized 1 was in it, and turning around, 
went to the nearest service station for informa¬ 
tion about a restaurant. The attendant jerked a 
greasy thumb over his shoulder; “Down the 
street one block. Best place. Only place.” 
His laconic advice resulted in a milestone for us 
as far as roadside restaurants were concerned. 

In a minute we were parked in front of a 
wooden building that looked as if it had survived 
100 years of sun and sandstorms. It looked more 
like the Old West than even Hollywood could 
have dreamed up. We entered, and the interior 
was a match for the exterior. Down the center 
of the room was a double row of slot machines, 
back to back. On one side were dining tables, 
and the other side accommodated poker tables 
and a long bar, complete with mirrors, paintings 
of bosomy nudes and a brass rail. The bar was 
presided over by a motherly, white-haired soul 
of perhaps 65 years, and she was mixing drinks 
with great aplomb. Secondhand cigarette smoke 
was abundant. The general atmosphere could 
have literally been cut with a knife. 

Our waitress, a trim young lady, brought 
the menu and I was delighted to see my perennial 
favorite, shortribs, listed among other entrees. 
We sat back to absorb the sights, sounds and 
smells of this most unusual establishment. There 
was the slap-slap of cards on the poker tables, 
the hum of talk at the bar and the cluckety-cluck- 
cluck of the slot machines. Occasionally there 
was the sound of coins spilling out of one of the 


slots, but more often there were the imprecations 
from those who had pulled a lever and the reel 
came up “lemons.” 

But close at hand was the strangest sight of 
all. Sitting at a table were two young ladies, 
certainly not hardened bar queens, conversing 
quietly. They were young, pretty and well- 
dressed. One of them had a tiny baby on her lap, 
and while she jiggled the baby, she took frequent 
sips from a well-filled glass of whiskey, a sight 
not often seen. 

Our lunch, really a dinner, arrived, and it 
was everything one could ask for. The ribs were 
cooked to perfection and a dish of spicy gravy 
was loaded with carrots, pearl onions and small 
potatoes. Three kinds of bread were on a plate 
and something told me this was not an ordinary 
serving of bread. When 1 mentioned it to the 
waitress, she proudly said, “We make and bake 
all our bread right in our own kitchen.” Another 
surprise in an unusual place. 

The meal was delicious, but time was of the 
essence. We still had 200 miles to go that after¬ 
noon, and that was a long way at the speeds I 
maintained. We regretfully stood up and pre¬ 
pared to leave. 1 took a last look at the young 
mother with the baby. The whiskey glass was 
empty, but neither the baby or the mother had 
slid to the floor. Only a 100-proof dolt would 
even think of it, but later on 1 remembered that 
I had seen no nursing bottle, that sterile, utility¬ 
shaped vessel containing milk warmed to the 
exact degree.

You’re always 
welcome. Drop in anytime.” 

We thanked him and walked out into the 
blazing sun of an August desert noon, and once 
more entered the world of reality.

They give me 
more of a pain than anyone else. 

I would hope that the misfortune of all 
those families who lost homes in the recent rains 
will be enough to convince any of those with 
doubts about hillside warnings to now take them 
seriously. And any slick-tongued developer who 
wants to perform his cut-and-fill marvels will be 
shown the borders of our city.

All this fit of purity imposed on possible 
presidential appointees somehow reminds me of 
my first high school teaching contract. My girl¬ 
friend, to become my wife after a year of teach¬ 
ing, started the same autumn with a similar doc¬ 
ument . 

The “Thou shalt nots” included these com¬ 
mandments: 

— No smoking in public. For my male 
cohorts, this meant taking the cancer sticks to 
the furnace room, with the custodian standing 
guard.

Ladies’ salaries were lower than mens’ (La¬ 
dies could “live cheaper.” Married men “left 
more dollars in town”). 

A PTA meeting was a command performance, 
even though normally there were more teachers 
than parents. When there was an earth-shaking 
issue, everybody came, nobody listened, the 
meeting ended, and then everybody disagreed. 

For all this, 1 received the fattest salary of 
my graduating class - $105 a month for nine 
months. My lady friend received the magnificent 
sum of $58.50 a month for 10 months, teaching 
grades one, two, three and four in her little town. 
Oh yes, she coached girls’ basketball too. 

We were wed at school year’s end. She 
had more savings in the bank than I did. So her 
new contract said she handles all funds at our 
house. Guess it works. The contract hasn’t been 
amended in 53 years.

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Planning Commission 
discusses city wide 
moratorium Feb. 18,22 


Recycling is a way of lif e 


At last Thursday evening’s Planning Commission 
meeting, the moratorium passed by the City Council 
the week before was discussed. That moratorium 
affects citywide development and construction of sin¬ 
gle family structures over 3500 square feet and two 

stories in height. . 

The goal is to prohibit building permits being 
issued for such large structures, without first obtain¬ 
ing approval of the Planning Commission. All such 
structures either currently being built or applied tor 
are affected. 

The Planning Commission scheduled a separate 
study session just to discuss recommendations with 
regard to the moratorium, Monday evening, Feb. 22. 

The Planning Commission also heard and ap¬ 
proved an amendment to section 9250 of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code (SMMC) relating to the “pur¬ 
pose” of the city’s building residential standards and 
goals for R-1 (single family) development. The goal 
of that amendment is to clarify the type of single 
family development that is desirable and consistent 
with the city’s general plan. 

In other business, the Commission granted var¬ 


iances for a side yard and second story setback for 
773 Woodland Dr. (Flintshire Homes); a front y ard 
variance to construct a new two-story home at 
Sturtevant Dr.; a side yard and covered parking var¬ 
iance to construct a single-story room addition at 79 
Woodland Dr.; and a variance for a fence at 430 
Sturtevant Dr. The Commission imposed a double¬ 
fee penalty against the Colvin Family Trust project 
at the latter site for having started the fence construc¬ 
tion without a permit and variance. 

Regarding the 590 Acacia project (what residents 
have deemed the “Taj Mahal”), the Commission re¬ 
ceived a letter from the architect for the Homeowners 
Association opposing the project, Fred Wesley, who 
requested that it be transmitted to the City Council 
informing them that his testimony had been chanpd 
in the transcribed minutes from opposing the project 
to incorrect testimony purportedly agreeing with the 

project. , 

The Planning Commission also continued hear¬ 
ings on the proposed four-lot subdivision at 538-5^ 
Alegria and the height variance application of the 
Stantons at 664 Canyon Crest Dr.

In a world of expanding population and limited 
resources, recycling is a must and the effort by every¬ 
one can help solve the problems. 

In Sierra Madre, we began the curbside recycling 
program with Western Waste providing orange bins 
for all the “recyclables.” This includes - and is lim¬ 
ited to - aluminum cans, tin cans, glass (no ceramic 
or plate glass), plastic bottles and newspapers. The 
newspapers should be bagged or tied and put beside 
or on top of the orange bins on your regular trash 
pick-up day. 

Plastic is still the hardest to recycle. The chem¬ 
ical makeup varies greatly and cannot be mixed. On 
the bottom of most plastics is a triangle with a num¬ 
ber from 1 to 7. Numbers 1 and 2 (HDPE and PET - 
primarily beverage bottles) are currently the easiest 
to market. Probably much of the other goes to the 
landfill but slowly markets are developing. All other 
plastic, magazines, paper products and metals are not 
recycled by Western Waste and go into your regular 
trash which is dumped into the landfill. 

SMEAC Recycling Center takes newspapers, 
corrugated cardboard (broken down), all aluminum, 
glass and only CARV plastic carbonated soft drink 
bottles. Proceeds from the center benefit civic and 
youth groups. The center is located behind the ceme¬ 
tery across from the tennis courts. 

Other recycling includes; 

- Motor oiliChief Auto Parts, 1415 S. Baldwin, 
Arcadia. 


- Computer paper, bond paper: f'aper Shredders, 

428 W. Chestnut, Monrovia. 

- Batteries and other metals: El lonte Iron and 

Metal. 

- Plastic and paper bags: Most markets recycle 

these items, or you can use your own. 

- Household and clothing items: Goodwill and 

Salvation Army take many of these. 

In January, Sierra Madre started separation of 
green waste - leaves, grass, weeds, pruning, small 
branches. No rocks, dirt, stumps, plastic ties or metal 
may be included in this waste. Your clean green 
waste should be put in open barrels or tied with twine 
and put out on your assigned day. Those on the 
south side of Grandview, put your green waste out 
on Monday, and those on Grandview and to the 
north of Grandview, put yours out Tuesday. WesUrn 
Waste will take it to their facility and convert it into 
mulch or fertilizer. None of this will then go to the 
landfill. 

In addition to recycling you can help markets 
develop by buying products made from recycled 
material. All grades of paper, greeting cards, toilet 
paper, tissues and other products come in recycled 
forms. Look for the label “Made from recycled 

material.” . u- 

Toxic waste - paint, pesticides, acids, herbicides 

and the like - must be handled separately by the 
Sanitation District of L.A. County. From time to 
time they have a toxic waste roundup. For informa¬

“Fraud,” Anita Brookner’s newest, is about

HOW TO CLEAN EVERYTHING - An En¬ 
cyclopedia of What to Use and How to Use It 
Alma Chesnut Moore 

1 love the dedication in Alma Chesnut Moore’s 
“How to Clean Everything”: “For my sons... 
whose active participation in household matters 
has resulted in a vast extension of my research.” 
I’m so glad I’m not her offspring! 

“How to Clean Everything” doesn’t really 
cover everything - I looked up how to clean a 
dog and it isn’t there. However, this book covers 
darn near everyihing else found in a typical house. 
The book is divided into two sections: “every¬ 
thing” and stain removal from textiles. Each 
section begins with a list of cleaning items to have 
on hand, then proceeds in an alphabetical arrange¬ 


ment of things to clean with a brief, basic five 
“Ws” and “H” (who, what, when, where, why 
and how) description of what to do. Well, may¬ 
be not who. Moore leaves that up to you. Re¬ 
member she has three “whos” in her house. 

Moore did a huge (incredible, unbelievable, 
stupendous) amount of research to put this gem 
together. She states in the introduction that 
“This book is for women who dislike housework 
but like nice homes.” Her philosophy is that 
women like to do a lot of other things and clean¬ 
ing usually isn’t ranked real high on the priority 
list of “things I like to do.” Cleaning should be 
fast, easy as possible and done efficiently. That’s 
where Moore’s “wunderbook” comes in. She 
suggests using it as a kind of “cookbook,” con¬ 
sulting it when necessary, as most of us know 
the basics. 

My only complaint is in Moore directing this 
book at women. I know at least three males 
of Moore’s acquaintance who know how to use 
her book. Let’s give everyone a chance to clean 
everything, shall we? 


Suiseki has Hagbery 
living ‘rocky’ life

You might say Marty Hagbery’s life these days 
is pretty much on the rocks. You see, he has become 
very involved in the Japanese art form known as 
“suiseki.” 

“Suiseki” actually means water-washed, and 
these are small rocks and stones naturally shaped by 
nature. They are found in many forms and in min¬ 
iature may suggest anything from mountains, sea¬ 
scapes and bridges, to animals, and even people. 

Recently, Hagbery presented a program to the 
Sierra Madre Garden Club and displayed a number 
of interesting stones from his suiseki collection. He 
is a member of California Aiseki Kai, a club for suiseki 
enthusiasts. 

The club held their annual exhibit on Jan. 2 and 
3 at the Huntington Library, Art Gallery and Gar¬ 
dens, which was attended by thousands of people. 
One of the featured displays at the exhibit was a rock 
resembling a rooster, as 1993 will be the Chinese year 
of the rooster. Last year was their year of the mon¬ 
key, and a rock was featured at the 1992 exhibit re¬ 
sembling a monkey. 

Suiseki are not gem stones. They are non-precious 
stones that have been shaped by the elements of water, 
wind and sand, and are selected for their special beau¬ 
ty or unusual quality. The hunt for them requires 
many hours of careful looking in a variety of natural 
settings and the collector is lucky to find one good 
stone in a year. However, the reward is the exhilara¬ 
tion of discovering an even priceless suiseki among 
countless ordinary stones. Many command the price 
of fine art even in this country where suiseki’s popu¬ 
larity has gained in the last 10 years. Japan sent six 
beautiful suiseki to the U.S. as a gift for our country’s 
Bicentennial celebration. 

Over 2000 years ago large stones shaped by na¬ 
ture were first admired in China and formed the focal 
point of Chinese gardens. In the sixth century Japan 
adopted this art form but because theirs is a small, 
crowded country, it became the art of miniature stones. 
For the same reason the elegantly-shaped miniature 
trees known as bonsai are .so popular among the Jap¬ 
anese. 

Speaking of bonsai, this was Hagbery’s direct 
route to his interest in suiseki as they are often dis¬ 
played together. It is interesting to note, however, 
that just a few years ago he knew nothing about either 
of these arts. 

Hagbery is a Covina resident, father of three, 
and his profession is laying floors. Eight years ago 
when he and his wife Pam were married, one of their 
wedding gifts was a bonsai. Since Hagbery could 
barely keep cactus alive, it was suggested that he take 
a bonsai course. 

The newlywed took the suggestion and it snow¬ 


balled. He is now president of two bonsai societies 
and teaches a beginning class on Tuesday night and 
and intermediate and advanced class Thursday nights 
at Kahn Komai’s Bonsai School located at 98 S. Lima 
here in Sierra Madre. Little did his wife Pam know 
that when she married, she would soon become a “bon¬ 
sai widow.” But she is interested too, and attended 
the Garden Club meeting with her husband. 

When stones are found, only superficial cleaning 
is allowed and the only altering allowed is a flatten¬ 
ing of the base for display. Over the years, the Japa¬ 
nese have formalized the art, and they have created 
precise ways to display the stones. The outline of the 
stone is drawn on wood and a wooden base is carved 
that fits exactly and is known as a dai. Stones and 
rocks may also be placed for display in an oval con¬ 
tainer called a suiban. In the suiban the stone can be 
placed in sand or even water to simulate a natural set¬ 
ting. Tiny figures, objects or plants may also be placed 
in the container for contrast or realism. Another 
rule, for example, is that if a stone is collected that 
resembles a mountain with a waterfall, the waterfall 
can be on only one side of the stone, as a waterfall 
would be on just one side of a mountain. 

Suiseki are so prized in Japan that they are often 
handed down from one generation to another. Many 
Japanese have a small space in their homes called a 
Tokonoma or viewing alcove where suiseki are dis¬ 
played. It is thought these stones help stimulate the 
person, purifying one’s soul and uplifting the spirit. 
These displays are often changed with the seasons or 
in honor of a special occasion. 

There has been a strong connection between 
these miniature stones and religion just as large stones 
are very much part of the Zen religion. The Hunt¬ 
ington has a huge Zen garden with a number of these 
large stones in sand presenting the idea of mountains, 
the sea and other natural settings. 

Many stones at the Aiseki Kai exhibit at the Hunt¬ 
ington came from the Eel River and Russian River 
areas of northern California where California jade is 
found. Some were Murphy stone that one has to dig 
to find and are used in making concrete. A number 
came from the outskirts of Death Valley. Some of 
the most rare were stones with outlines of chrysan¬ 
themums or other flowers. 

Throughout any such exhibit one must be im¬ 
pressed with the beauty and infinite variety of suiseki. 

It is a fascinating hobby and pastime. The Aiseki 
Kai club meets every fourth Wednesday, 8 p.m., at 
the Los Angeles Museum of Science and Industry at 
Exposition Park, and the public is invited. The club 
also organizes field trips to search for suiseki and en¬ 
courages members to display their stones at local ex¬ 
hibits and bonsai shows. For further information

I have read the account 
in the Sierra Madre News 
of some people opposing 


establishment of the prop¬ 
osed Day Care Center. I 
am embarrassed at the 
thought of such opposi¬ 
tion in what is supposed 
to be a congenial family- 
oriented community. 

The objections raised 
against the proposed Day 
Care Center as reported 
in The News have no 
legitimate substance, and 
appear to be nothing but 
a cover for “NIMBY” 
(Not In My Back Yard). 

The News quoted some¬ 
one as charging that the 
house is an “excuse” for 
the Day Care Center, a 
day care center doesn’t 
need an excuse for exist¬ 
ing; we should welcome 
it with open arms. The 
fact that it may help save 
an historic building should 
be considered gravy. 

Recent national and lo¬ 
cal events have focused on 
the desperate need in this 
country for quality day 
care. Sierra Madre should 
consider itself blessed 
that experienced people 
with an apparently excel¬ 
lent reputation are pre¬ 
pared to put good money 
into providing child care, 
generating jobs, preserv¬ 


ing an historic building 
and paying something in¬ 
to the public treasury. 

The location lies on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. be¬ 
tween two apartment 
houses. It is hard to 
imagine anywhere that a 
child care center could be 
placed that would be less 
of a bother to anyone. 
Insofar as it might gen¬ 
erate traffic beyond hav¬ 
ing the property be un¬ 
occupied, it would appear 
that Sierra Madre Blvd., 
one of our two main traf¬ 
fic arteries (if either of 
them can be seriously so 
characterized), is a most 
appropriate place for it. 

I have no idea whether 
some other economic ven¬ 
ture could be found to 
use the historic house in 
question. It is hard to 
imagine, however, that 
any such alternate venture 
would not also have some 
impact on traffic, local 
police and fire and other 
services. If we are to live 
in a civilized society, each 
of us has to accept a cer¬ 
tain amount of minor in¬ 
convenience and general 
societal expense that arises 
because our neighbors 
use the public streets and 
facilities the same as we 


ourselves do. 

No one suggested any 
alternative use for the 
house. It is my guess 
that the opponents will 
try to find some reason 
to oppose any use for this 
house. What, exactly, is 
wrong for children and 
their parents to use an in¬ 
teresting historic house? 

Sierra Madre prides it¬ 
self in being a communi¬ 
ty that caters to homes 
and families. What bet¬ 
ter use for some of our 
property than to be de¬ 
voted to child care?

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The Ringtail Cat comes back

Big Santa Anita Canyon is home to many forest 
animals. It has also long been the home of a shy, 
nocturnal animal rarely seen by humans, until that 
fateful day in 1953 when a raging fire devasted the 
canyon, causing all the animals to flee for their lives. 
Little by little, most of the animals returned during 
the next 40 years. Today the deer, bear, coyote, rac¬ 
coon and fox make their homes in the canyon. 

This shy animal is an important one to Califor¬ 
nia for it is a living fossil, not changing its form for 
the past 13 million years. Only recently did the Ring¬ 
tail Cat return to Big Santa Anita Canyon to take up 
residency in one of the recreational cabins. 

Terry Terrell, owner of the cabin, and his son, 
Mike, of Monrovia, discovered a Ringtail Cat sleep¬ 
ing in an old cupboard recently. The Ringtail Cat 
was as surprised to see them as they were to see it. 

“Since 1 am interested in the history and wild¬ 
life of the canyon, 1 immediately recognized the ani¬ 
mal as a Ringtail Cat,” commented Terrell about his 
discovery. 

He was later able to photograph the Ringtails 
and showed the pictures to the U.S. Forest Service, 
which was delighted to have positive proof that the 
Ringtail had returned to its canyon home after the 
1953 fire. 

Shy and timid, the Ringtail always hunts after 
dark. It is an agile and highly skilled climber and ef¬ 
fortlessly climbs even the most vertical of cliffs. Its 
large ears and large eyes empower it with keen hear¬ 
ing and vision for catching mice, a favorite food. 

The Ringtail Cat resembles a very small fox with 
the coloring and markings of a raccoon. In fact, the 
scientific name, Bassariscus Astutus, means “little 
fox.” However, the Ringtail is neither a fox nor a 
cat. It is a true bear of the Procynoid family, whose 
ancestors date back to the Neocene Age. 

Mostly gray-brown in color, the Ringtail Cat has 
a pointed nose, big ears and large liquid eyes. It 
stands about six inches tall and measures about 30 
inches from nose tip to tip of tail. At least one half 
of that length is the ringed tail. This distinguishing 
feature gives it the common name of “Ringtail Cat.” 
The tail has eight black bands or rings and is generally 


carried straight out behind the body. Bristled when 
excited or threatened, the tail expands to make the 
animal appear larger to its enemies. 

It has 40 shaup teeth with well-developed canines. 
The paws are dexterous with very sharp claws. 

The Ringtail is normally a silent creature, but 
when cornered it will snarl and hiss, then make ex¬ 
plosive threatening barks. If seized, it will scream 
with a penetrating sound and discharge a foul-smell¬ 
ing odor, much like a skunk. It also makes a clicking 
sound when communicating with other Ringtails. 

According to Terrell, the Ringtail moved from 
the cupboard to his attic, venturing down at night 
through a hole in the ceiling to search for food in his 
kitchen. Mother Ringtail even brought her three kits 
down to eat some of the food that Terrel has started 
to leave out for them. 

“They prefer cooked chicken, grapes and pears. 
They will also eat bananas,” he said. They also like 
honey, which they always eat first.” He added that 
their natural diet consists of mice and other small 
animals, berries, acorns, insects, spiders and fruit. 

In early American history, the Ringtails played 
an important part in the life of the miners. Befriend¬ 
ed and tamed by the miners, the Ringtail Cats not 
only kept the miners’ cabins free of mice, but they 
offered companionship for a somewhat lonely existence. 
Because of their close association with the early miners, 
the Ringtail became known as a “Miner’s Cat.” 

The ancient Aztec and Toltec Indians of Mexico 
first mentioned the Ringtail Cat in their pictograph 
books of deer parchment. Recently the skeleton of a 
Ringtail was discovered by cave explorers in the Lech- 
ugilla caves of New Mexico, 1000 feet underground, 

Terrell does not plan to tame the Ringtail Cats 
that live with him, but welcomes the opportunity to 
study them close up. He shares his “cat” stories 
with other cabin owners and has made a photographic 
display with information on the Ringtails for the 
public. The display can be seen at the Lonergan’s 
Pack Station Store at Chantry Flat. He also presented 
a display to the U.S. Forest Service, which plans to 
use it for educational programs in the schools. 

“After all,” Terrell muses, “are the Ringtails 
sharing my cabin or am 1 sharing their home?”

KORNER 


Question: I took my cat in for her an- 
nual vaccines and the vet noticed some 
sesame seed looking structures on her rear 
end that he called tapeworm segments. 

How do they get them and are they con¬ 
tagious to us? 

The most common tapeworm that dogs and cats 
become infected with is called Diogylidium caninum. 
The tapeworm segments are actually pieces of an 
adult tapeworm that live in the small intestine of dogs 
and cats. They are small packets full of eggs. These 
eggs are shed into the environment and are then in¬ 
gested by flea larvae. The flea larvae develops into 
adults and then are ingested by dogs and cats during 
grooming. The tapeworm hatches from the flea and 
migrates to the intestinal tract and thus completes the 
lifecycle. This particular tapeworm is not directly 
contagious to humans. We must eat an infected 
flea to become infected. Tapeworms are easily 
treated with medication. However, it is also equally 
important to treat the pet and environment for fleas.

There is an inner life, 
the life of the Spirit, the 
part of us that is most 
closely connected with 
God. And there is an out¬ 
er life, the life of the flesh, 
the part of us that is con¬ 
nected with God’s physical 
creation. Both the outer 
and the inner lives are 
good, and yet the two 
can be in conflict with 
each other. A key goal 
of Christianity is to nur¬ 
ture a unity between the 
inner and the outer lives, 
the physical and the spir¬ 
itual. 

You have heard it said, 
“The spirit is willing, but 
the flesh is weak.” When 
this is true, the inner and 
the outer lives are in con¬ 
flict. In psychology this 
is known as a divided self. 
A person with a divided 
self is truly their own 
worst enemy. No outside 
foe could manipulate a 
person’s feelings, derail 
their resolve or damage 
their sense of self-esteem 
as much as the enemy 
within. In the seventh 
chapter of Romans, Paul 
wrote of the agony of his 
own war between spirit 
and flesh: 


I can will what is right, 
but I cannot do it. For 
I do not do the good 
I want, but the evil 1 
do not want is what 1 
do...l find it to be a 
law that when 1 want 
to do right, evil lies 
close at hand. 

This week we begin the 
church season of Lent, a 
time of spiritual discovery 
and growth that la.sts un¬ 
til the Holy Week before 
Easter. Lent is a very ap¬ 
propriate time for us to 
meditate upon the con¬ 
flict between flesh and 
spirit, and to pray that 
God will grant us a new 
unity between our inner 
and our outer lives. As 
we follow the journey of 
Jesus through the tempta¬ 
tions and trials of his own 
ministry, we may be blessed 
by the awareness that 
even the Son of God was 
tempted in all things just 
as we are. Jesus under¬ 
stood the psychology of 
the divided self, and won 
the ultimate declaration 
of peace between flesh 
and spirit.

The very 
finest “safety deposit box” 
is God’s heart of love in 
Heaven. “Set your af¬ 
fections on things above. 


and not on things on the 
earth. Love the Lord 
your God with all your 
heart, soul, mind and 
strength, and your neigh¬ 
bor as yourself.” In this 
way you can “bank on 
God” now and for eter¬ 
nity. Now that’s good 
banking. 

Service theme for Sun¬ 
day evening is “The Obe¬ 
dience of Faith.” There 
is an obedience that comes 
because God loves me, 
and another obedience 
that tries to get God to 
love me. The first is the 
obedience of love and the 
second is the obedience 
of legalism. Legalism 
trusts in one’s own ability 
to earn or deserve God’s 
love.

Shakespeare’s “Henry 
IV, Part 1” is not, in the 
’90s, one of Shakespeare’s 
most popular plays. It 
was written to provide 
historical background for 
“Henry V,’’ showing how 
one of England’s hero- 
kings acquired the com¬ 
mon touch for which he 
was famous. It seems the 
Prince of Wales spent 
some of his time roister¬ 
ing around with a group 
of hard drinking ne’er-do- 
wells, which taught him a 
lot about the ordinary 
Englishman. 

To Shakespeare’s dis¬ 
may, one of those ne’er- 
do-wells, a Sir John Fal- 
staff, became so popular 
with London theatregoers 
that he quite overshadowed 
the Prince, and Shakespeare 
had to write two more 
plays in which he appeared 
before explicitly killing 
him off at the beginning 
of “Henry V.’’ Sir John 
is a braggart, a coward, 
a cut-purse, and a clown, 
and probably most appeal¬ 
ingly, spoke out for the 
average commoner’s 
opinion of war and of 
heroics in general. He is 
impervious to insult and 
puts on noble airs only to 
mock them. 

Another memorable 
character in the play is 


Harry Percy, nicknamed 
“Hotspur” for the quick 
temper and touchy sense 
of honor which leads him 
to react impulsively and 
violently to any sense of 
insult. He is considered 
heroic as a warrior even 
by those against whom 
he rebels, but it is he who 
dies while Falstaff survives. 

The current production 
of “Henry IV, I” at the 
Basement Theater has 
been a challenge for di¬ 
rector Jim Nasella. There 
are long expository speeches 
about the political situa¬ 
tion at the time and lots 
of noble lords with little 
to distinguish them from 
one another, and their re¬ 
lationships are easy to 
confuse. 

The tavern scenes are 
easier. Frank Novak makes 
a very human Falstaff, 
bombastically dominat¬ 
ing his companions and 
turning Prince Hal’s teas¬ 
ing aside with practiced 
ease. Ian Warwick, who 
has played both “Hamlet” 
and “Macbeth” for the 
Basement Theater, and 
very well too, seems less 
at ease with the alternat¬ 
ing character of the Prince. 
Nasella has cut a speech 
in which the Prince tells 
the audience frankly that 
his playboy antics can on-

ly make his transforma¬ 
tion to nobility, when 
he comes to the throne, 
the more dramatic. Such 
calculation possibly struck 
Nasella as crass. 

But the noble Hotspur, 
who scorns politics, is held 
up as admirable but out 
of date, even in the 14th 
century. Don Carlson 
catches Hotspur’s heroics 
occasionally, but some¬ 
times becomes the spoiled 
child rather than the out¬ 
raged warrior, understand- 
ibly embarrassing David 
Rees as his father and 
Hale Porter as his more 
diplomatic uncle. 

Nasella has assembled 
a cast of 30, which is 
especially welcome in the 
battle scene, quite mag¬ 
nificently designed by 
Louis Roth, which lights 
up the second half of the 
performance. Suitable 
sound effects also help to 
create a real sense of the 
hand-to-hand combat of 
the Middle Ages. 

Other standouts in the 
cast are Debra Froling as 
Hotspur’s wife; Phillis 


Elliot, romantic as a Welsh 
lady; and Jo Ann Nelson, 
helping create a tavern 
ambiance as Mistress 
Quickly. A1 Wallen as 
Bardolph has a sure touch 
and Christopher Lawrence 
certainly gives verisimili¬ 
tude to the tavern trickery 
as Poins. (I wonder how 
he would have played 
Prince Hal?) 

The Basement Theater 
has done some fancy tricks 
with Shakespeare in the 
past, but they play this 
one straight and manage 
to keep it consistently 
interesting throughout. 

“Henry IV, I” will play 
on Friday and Saturday 
at 8 p.m. through Mar. 
27, plus three Sunday 
matinees on Mar. 14, 21 
and 28 at 2 p.m. The 
Basement Theater is at 
464 E. Walnut in Pasa¬ 
dena.

Caltech’s Theater Arts 
Group is always worth 
going to see. Director 
Shirley Marneus is adept 
at choosing material that 
capitalizes on the intelli¬ 


gence and ingenuity of 
her actors and minimizes 
dependence on profession¬ 
al skills. Their current 
production is “Hello, 
Dolly!” and it has a cast 
of thousands - well, 60 
or so, not counting a 
numerous and efficient 
stage crew, all carefully 
identified as to college 
class, graduate student, 
JPL or Caltech Communi¬ 
ty (that means friends 
and family) with a few 
faculty members thrown 
in. They fill Ramos Audi¬ 
torium with color and en¬ 
thusiasm and who cares 
if the orchestra is a little 
erratic and the singing 
voices spotty. When you 
consider what a good time 
they are having, and giv¬ 
ing, it cannot help but be 
a communal experience 
of considerable importance. 

The stage version of 
“Dolly” is quite differ¬ 
ent from the movie, so 
Lynne Cooper (JPL) does 
not have to compete with 
Streisand. She makes a 
plump and pretty Dolly 
Levi, that inveterate med¬ 
dler, busily carrying out 
her own agenda. Cooper’s 
voice is sweet and true, 
if not very powerful. 
Bill Salem (CC) plays 
Horace Vandergelder, her 
object, as a small, fussy 


man and it works. Gary 
Olsen (’94) makes a feisty 
Cornelius Hackl, out to 
live a little with his young 
friend, Barnaby (Scott 
van Essen, ’95). Susie 
Follmer (CC) looks love¬ 
ly and sings confidently 
as Irene, the milliner, 
and Leslie Maxfidd (’95) 
is her frisky companion, 
but the chorus people who 
dance and sing so happi¬ 
ly are equally stars of the 
performance. 

There is a parade with 
floats. Confederate vet¬ 
erans, a stiltwalker and 
baton twirlers and some¬ 
body’s children. Also, 
an absolutely wonderful 
and slightly insane com¬ 
pany of waiters execute 
an intricate drill with trays 
and bottles which grad¬ 
ually becomes wilder and 
wilder. One of them exe¬ 
cutes a very respectable 
series of pirouettes and 
pas de chats in an offhand 
moment.

as the first board of di¬ 
rectors of the newly aeated 
San Gabriel Basin Water 
Quality Authority, Feb. 
11. Under state man¬ 
dated staffing provisions, 
Clark represents San Ga¬ 
briel Valley cities without 
water pumping rights, and 
Margett represents cities 


with pumping rights. 

The chair of the now 
dissolved Joint Powers 
Authority, Joseph Reich- 
enberger, certified the 
election and installed the 
new board officials which 
also includes himself, repre¬ 
senting the San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water 
District; Paul Stiglich, 
representing Three Val¬ 
leys Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict; and Kenneth R. 
Manning representing the 
Upper San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District. 

The agency’s first bus¬ 


iness meeting was con¬ 
ducted following the in¬ 
stallation. The new, five- 
member governing board

the college preparatory 
school had two chances 
last semester to take ad¬ 
vantage of the TOPS pro¬ 
gram. 

On Nov. 2, the TOPS 
van arrived at La Salle, 
carrying specialized equip¬ 
ment and chemicals for a 
lab that would involve 
the extraction of caffeine 
from tea. The van driver, 
Phil Hartvig, and Dr. 
Craney, a professor at 
Occidental College, helped 
the students use the sen¬ 
sitive balances and cen¬ 
trifuges that they had 
brought from Occidental 
for their use. In a normal 
high school setting, this 
experiment would not 
have been possible because 
of the length and the special 
equipment needed. 

On Veterans Day the 
van came again for those 
dedicated students who 


came to school on their 
day off to participate in 
a lab that made a chemi¬ 
cal which smelled like 
banana oil. They both 
stressed that the process 
was more important than 

the end result. Senior 
Nick Namba said of the 
TOPS program, “I’m 
glad to have had a college 
laboratory experience in 
high school.” 


The van will come again' 
for the students next 
semester for at least two 

labs that have not yet been 
scheduled. Next year the 
program will be extend¬ 
ed to the Biology classes 
as well. Robert deGroot 
said he felt very lucky to 
be participating in the 
program and he hopes it 
will continue in years to
